Document 1: US, 2001/12862, Al (Sumitomo Chemical Co., Ltd.), 09 August, 2001 
Claims 1-6 

The inventions described in claims 1-6 do not appear to involve an inventive step over document 
1 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 does not describe a molding of wholly aromatic liquid crystal polyester resin 
composition having a dielectric constant of 3.0 or less and a dielectric loss tangent of 0.04 or less; with 
such a constitution the inventions of this application appear to achieve the advantageous effect of 
being excellent in dielectric characteristics, solder heat resistance, moldability and dimensional 
stability. 

Claim 7 

The invention described in claim 7 does not appear to involve an inventive step over document 1 
cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 does not describe a portable wireless communication equipment having a molding 
of wholly aromatic liquid crystal polyester resin composition having a dielectric constant of 3.0 or less 
and a dielectric loss tangent of 0.04 or less as a fixing or holding member of transmitter-receivers; 
thereby the inventions of this application appear to achieve the advantageous effect of being excellent 
in dielectric characteristics, solder heat resistance, moldability and dimensional stability. 
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
